Furthermore.'the evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the effective date of the Li reference (i.e., 
October 18, 2001) to a constructive reduction to practice (i.e., the filing of the present application on January 4, 2002). See MPEP § 
715.07(a) and MPEP § 2138.06. 

The examiner notes Applicant's statements that a first draft of the application was sent to the inventors on or about September 4, 2001, 
that a final draft of the application was sent to the inventors along with the formal papers on or about November 2, 2001 , and that the 
formal documents for the application were executed on December 7 and 17, 2001 (see Applicant's remarks, page 6). 

However, Applicant does not account for the periods of inactivity from September 4, 2001 to November 2, 2001 and from November 2, 
2001 to December 7 and 17, 2001. Applicant must account for the entire period in which diligence is required (i.e., the critical period from 
a date prior to October 18, 2001 to the date of filing the present application on January 4, 2002). The period in which diligence is required 
must be accounted for by either affirmative acts or acceptable excuses. See MPEP § 2138.06. 

Accordingly, claims 1, 4-14 and 16-20 stand finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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
